A FOUR-PARTY Arab “confronta- 
tion” conference ended in Cairo last 
night with the snouncement that Jor- 
dan and the Pelestine Liberation Or- 
ganization have agreed to bold bila- 
teral Policy talks and are pledged 
to cease all hostile and propaganda 
attacks on each other. 


Egypt and Syria were the other 
participants in the two days of 
meetings aimed at breaking the ice 
in the strained relations between 
Jordan and the terrorist roof body. 


The Cairo-based PLO radio lsat 
night had already changed its tone 
towards “the Hashemite Kingdom 
of Jordan," after having called it 
“King Hussein's clique" since Jor- 
dan’s crackdown on the movement 
in the summer of 1971. 

The conference was attended by 
Jordan's Premier and Foreign ΜῈ. 
misner Zaid Rifai, Syria's Deputy 
Premier and Foreign Minister Ab- 
dul-Halim Khaddam, Egyptian For- 
eign Minister Ismail Fahmy, the 
head of the PLO’s political depart- 
ment Farouk Kaddoumi and the 
Secretary General of the Arab 
League, Mahmoud Riad.

France is understood to favour 
PLO participation, but West Ger- 
many, Britain, Holland, and Den- 
mark are reported opposed. 

Government spokesman Armin 
Gruenwald did not directly confirm 
the reports. But he made clear 
Bonn's position when he said that 
only established “states” should be 
involved in the long-term economic, 
scientific and cultural cooperation 
which the conference seeks. 

The newspaper “Die Welt,” in a 
story on Friday leaked: by the 
French and not denied by German 
officials, said that France and 
Italy were at odda with the other 
four EEC countries on observer 
status for the terrorists,. while the 
position of Belgium and Ireland is 
unclear. 

The dispute is holding up the 
start of the dialogue which should 
have got under way last November 
with a meeting of the so-called 
general commission of experts from 
the nine-member EEC.and 20 Arab 
states.

Carlo Levi, 72 
ROME (UPI). — Carlo Levi, the 
novelist who portrayed the age-old 
peasant society of southern Italy 
and the new world of anti-Fascism 
in “Christ Stopped at Epboll,” died 
of bronchial pneumonia in Rome 
yesterday. 

The 72-year-old Jewish author, 
painter and one-time Communist se- 
mator who loved dogs, long hair and 
flowered shirts had been hospitalized 
on Christmas day, 

A pioneer of Neo-Realism and a 
forerunner of many modern trends, 
Levi emerged in early postwar years 
as 8 symbol of an Italy very dif- 
ferent from the one Benito Musso- 
lint had tried to bnild. 

“Christ Stopped at Eboli,” a 1945 
novel about his enforced domicile 


‘in the southern countryside during 


the Fascist era, was an interne- 
tional- hit and was translated into 
20 languages including Russian, 
Hebrew and Japanese. 

Despite his actual association 
with the Communist Party, Levi 
remained an individualist to the 
last.

8. revolutionary development. 

But there is an inherent danger in 

such tinkering with biological fac- 

: tors, Engelgardt fears, “for instance, 
that—artificially-produced forms of 
harmful genes may prove capable 
of join‘ng with their new host—a 
bacterial cell — and multiplying. 
Such harmful genes may then infil- 
‘trate in the gene apparatus of higher 
organisms, like man, and this could 
be a disaster. 

The difficulty is that the scientists 
cannot predict what exact effect a 
new gene or modified gene may have 
when cembined with genes in human 
beings. For example, it could produce 
some dreadful disease in a chronic 
or epidemic form. Therefore, Acade- 
mician Engelgardt joins with Profes- 
sor Watson in urging that scientists 
should desist voluntarily from further 
experiments in genetic engineering 
until it is known precisely how 
dangerous such mixed DNA mole- 
‘cules may be and until reliable me- 
thods have been found to guarantee 
their non-proliferatton. 

Academician Engelgardt particu- 
larly warns against experiments to 
introduce into a bactertal cell genetic 
information making it resistant 
Against antiblotics, and experiments 
to attach DNA or DNA fragments 
from cancer-producing viruses to the 
independently producing DNA of 
viruses or bacteria, etc. 

Engelgardt also supports the Ame- 
rican call for an international confe- 
rence of ecientists from ali countries 
to thrash out all the problems 
concerned with genetic engineering. 


MOSCOW (Ofna). — 
A SOVIET SCIENTIST has suppor- 
ted a warning by the Nobel Prize- 
winning American molecular biolo- 
gist James Watson against the 
dangers of genetic engineering. The 
Soviet scientist, Academician Viadi- 
mir Engelgardt, argues that genetic 
engineering can be employed’ by 
unscrupulous or careless scientists 
the ‘biological balance 
of the present-day world and even 
the human race itself.~ 

In an article ina recent issue of 
the mass circulation popular science 
journal “Science and Life," Academ- 
iclan Engelgardt has argued that a 
far better name for, the process is 
molecular ering because it 
involves manipulation of the mole- 
cules of DNA (deoxyribonucleic acid) 
which are the building blocks of 
genes, the elementary unit of here- 
dity. Ultimately, scientists believe, 
it may possible to manipulate the 
DNA molecule in the same way as 
engineering devices control highly- 
sophisticated machinery. And herein 
Mes the . 

Molecular engineering in this sense 
fs concerned with the introduction 
of new genes in the existing gene 
complement of an organism or the 
removal of one of the genes from 
such a complement. The consequence 
of either process-will be change in 
definite and inheritable characteris- 
tics of the organism exposed to such 
cagineering. 

By themselves the results of such 
genetic engineering need not be bad. 
For instance, it can help in prevent- 
Ing and curing hereditary diseases 
due either to absence or malforma- 
tion of a gene. In this case genetic 
engineering can introduce a missing 
ene or replace a defecive one with 
8. good one. Similarly, in the sphere 
of plant life, im ents can be 
introduced. Academictan Engelgardt 
cites a fascinating example: it may
